chief constructor, U. S. navy, 
was 


bom ia Gharlestown, Mass., on the 
fourth 
day of 
March, 1839. In 


'35 he was graduated from tb.} Boston 
high school, the now Hon. Samuel PAS- 
CO, senator from Florida, and 
Mr. 


Hichborn, being the only boys in the 
clasg. 


From the Boston high school Mr. 


Hichboru was indentured to the gov- 
ernment under the tuition of the late 
Melvm Simmons, U. S. N., then master 
shipwright of the Boston navy yard. 
While under instruction and in recog- 
nition of his merit, Secretary Toucy, 
then secretary cf the navy, ordered 
that Hichborn receive a course of theo- 
retical training. This two years' course 
was fruitful in remarkable progress in 
ship 
designing 
and 
calculations. 


Through steady application to the theo- 
rfltrical and practical ph-.&es of his pro- 
fession, Mr. Hichborn reached, at an 
unusually early ages a degree of profici- 
ency rarely attained. 


In July of I860. Melvin Situinon<» 


appointed naval constructor nod 


immediately ordered to the navy yard, 
Mare island, California 
A little over 


a month later Mr. Hiohborn, than twen- 
ty one years old, left Boston in the clip- 
per ship Dashing Wftvo for California, 


ami in those old Cil'fornians who knew 
him and who served with him and un- 
der hi<a, no name is dearar 
than his, 


and no aft'iction warmer thau the last- 
ing regird with which he is remember 
ed. 


From California he was ordered to the 


navy yard, Portsmouth, N. H., in 1870. 
The five years spent at that station were 
fall of hard work, and many were the 
tryiug demands upon his ability. 
In 


1873, after an unusual competitive ex- 
amination, he received his commission 
as a naval constructor, marked No 1. In 
the latter part of '75, Mr. Hichboru was 
detached from the navy yard, Ports- 
mouth, and ordered to League island, 
Penn. 
At that time the old yard was 


being abandoned and the machinery, 
stores, ship houses, etc., were beicg 
transported to the new yard, League Is- 
land. The larger part of thia impor- 
tant work devolved upon the naval con- 
structor as the representative of tlm 
construction plant, of tho yard. In '70 
ho alao took ft prominent and important 
part in the centennial exhibition.

June, 1884, he was selected by the sec 
retary of the navy for special duty in 
Europe. 
His report upon European 


dockyards embodies tho result of his 
investigations. This work has become 
a text book among the profession. Upon 


Its firs. app}arance much concern vas 
manifested by 
foreign 
powers, 
for 


nothing so exhaustive or conclusive had 
been published or obtained before. 


For six years Mr. Hichbora was a 


member of tha«boarl of inspection and 
survey, of which ttie late Admiral D. 
D. Porter was pr sident. In '81 he 
was made a member of the firsc naval ad- 
visory board, and was prominently as- 
sociated with all matters affecting the 
designing and construction of the new 
naval vessels. He was for many years 
a member of the Institution of Nav- 
al Architects in England and has recent- 
ly been elected an honorary member of 
that body. In 1884 he was ordered to 
the ravy department as assistant chief 
of bureau. 


While Mr. Hichborn's line* 
have 


sometimes fallen into pleasant places, 
his duties have ever been arduous. 
Thhough his recognized and acknowleg- 
ed ability he has been selected for mul 
tifarious duties. 


Mr. Hichborn has devoted a gcod 


deal of time to literary work, chiefly 
upon subjects of a professional nature. 
His article upon "Sheathed or 
Un- 


sheathed Ships," published in the pro 
ceedings of the Naval institute, April, 
1890, provoked editoiial discussion in 
tlie leading and representative papers of 
this country. His advocacy of sheath- 
ing ships is rapidly gaining favor among 
the thinking men of the navy and all 
of the ships authorized by the last con- 
gress are to be sheathed and coppered. 


Besides his professional and executive 


ability, Mr. Hichborn has a strong in- 
ventive turn of mind. 


A life of valuable usefulness has in- 


variably characterized Mr. Hichborn's 
career. Truly may it be said tha* he is 
a self-made man, and has risen by his 
uwu exertions to the position of ch ief 
constructor of the U. S. navy.

A KITE REGATTA. 


An Eicilluj torw of Sport Ilujojed IB 


T!«>rf is au old time sport which li 


still carried on b> the lK>ys who live IL 
the little town of Shawaiio, in North 
em \Visi-onsin. li.- this town there i* 
held each spring n kiu; regatta and 
prices are oflVreU for the winner* 
There :;re scvtral races, and this is 
the wav they are carried out. 


Then- are nv. things necessary in 


this k'nd of sp >ri. Oue is a litcht skifl 
or canoe, aud the other is a lake or 
body of water hir^e enough to sail it 
in. Eat-h coutebtaiu in the race takes 
fi\e kites, all or' large size, aud these 
are tbe only motor power used. First 
one Kite is flown iu the air, and after 
some fifty yards of twine bare been 
paid out the end of the string is tied 
to on.* of tbe other kites. This is re- 
peatedly until all of tbe kites are ia 
the air, flying at a distance of about 
fifty yards apart. When this is done 
each contestant gets into bis boat, and 
at a given signal all are off for a cer- 
tain buoy or some other point agreed 
upon. 


This may read like very tame sport 


oil paper, but the real thing is plenty 
ext'itinsr enough to require the best 
kind of nerve and a cool bead. If 
tliens is a beavy wind blowing it will 
be found necessary to have t\vo boys 
In tbe boat— one to look after the kites 
and one to ilo the steering. Of course, 
It groes without saying: that the strong- 
est kind ot twine must be used. In 
Shawano, where the sport bas obtain- 
ed a strons; footboM, fish line is used, 
and for the last two or three Kites 
three, four and flv* fish lines are twist- 
ed together. This sport is not without 
danger, and Is no kind of amusement 
for a boy not accustomed to the handl- 
ing of a boat or able to swim. It is 
uncertain sport, too, for, of cours*. it 
is necessary to have the wind favor- 
able, but plven the requirements, aud

have known patients to apparently 


I reduce tbeir weight twenty or thirty 
• pounds after sleeping so for several 
j months, but on being weighed they 


would find that no flesh had been lost; 
it had simply hardened and lost its 
flabblness. 


"Sleeping on the back is not health- 


ful. 
It results in a gravitation of blood 


to the brain. Persons who dream 
much and have 
night-mare, usually 


sleep this way, an,d. besides, it throws 
the palate back in a position as to 
cause mouth breathing and its accom- 
panying snore. A deal of throat trou- 
ble is caused by this, as the air reaches 
the lungs without being purified and 
moistened by passing 
through 
the 


nose. 


"Lying on the left side, with the 


arm thrown behind, is the best posi- 
tion for both giving a fine figure and 
in promoting health.

appearing under the influence of the 
relentless sun, and the broad hayfields 
and stretches of planted ground are 
yellow and bare. Where the 
grass 


should be long and nearing maturity it 
is thin and unseasonably stout, hardly 
worth, the cutting. 


The New England hayfield today is 


as valueless as a pasture where the cat- 
tie have kept the grass down. 
The 


gardens in many instances are devoid 
of any green sprouts, corn, grain, pota- 
toes, peas, beans, and other early vege- 
table growths having barely poked their 
green leives above the hard and parch- 
ei surface. 


Ram is needed in New England more 


seriously now than in any season on 
record 
In many cases it has been so 


long deferred that a steady rainfall of 
several days would be of no avail, as 
many of the early garden products are 
beyond any hope of resuscitation. 
The 


hay crop in many sections of New Eng- 
land is already doomed, and only in 
well saturated meadow lauds is the 
grass at all promising. 


Country brooks, which have kept ad 


jacent hay fields fresh and green in the 
face of previous long .continued dry 
spells, have succumbed to the present 
drouth. 


Alluvial soil, which has for years de- 


fied the season of parching suu, is now 
as hard and dry as the country road 
with its inches of dust. 
la fact, there 


is hardly a farm in the six New Eng- 
land states sufficiently irrigated to pro 
duce healthy, seasonable crops after 
tvo such months as April aucl May of 
this year. 


The drouth is practically confined to 


New England, as rains have been plenti 
ful in the West, while tlie middle West 
has also been fairly well supplied wiih 
moisture. 
But in New England there 


has not even been any matutinal dews.

Sir Walter Besant, writing In the 


London Queen, says: 


"A Spanish lady has written to the 


edrtor'of the pager concerning"certain 
remarks of mine about the sympathies 
of the English race. I am very sorj-y 
that any words of mine should have 
given offense to any Spaniard. His- 
tory, however, cannot be set aside out 
of politeness.

He filled the 


cup of ice with liquid air. 
Then, tak- 


ing a piece of steel wire, one end Qf 
which had been healed red hot over a 
gas flame, he plunged the hot eud into 
tho Inconceivably cold liquid air.

siantly it flamed up as if it were a 
powder fuse and burned 
until 
the- 


whole length which had been dipped 
in the liquid air was consumed as if 
it had been a match. 


This curious experiment is explained 


on the theory that there is so 
much 


oxygen condensed in liquid air that it 
can burn metals as easily as wood is 
ignited in ordinary atmosphere. 


Another strange sight is a kettle 


incrusted in ice, which is boiling over 
a gas flame. The explanation is that 
the liettle is filled, not with water, but 
with liquid air.

A Wild Anluoal Farm. 


There is to be a wild animal farm 
o be started ou three of ihe islands 
inougr the Florida keys. The scheme 
vas devised by the Kiugling Brothers, 
,-ho are preparing to stock a herd for 
heir circus. 
Wild animals of every description 


are to be brought from Asia, Africa, 
aud South America aud turned loose 
u their new homes. Parts of the is- 
ands are wooded, and in some places 
there are thick undergrowths like 
uncles. The beasts will be divided 
uto three classes, according to their 
.bility to get along together, and each 
lass will have an island all to itself. 
Expeditions are now being fitted out 
o make extensive search m every part 
of the world for zoological specimens. 
The hunters depart with the intention 
of bringing back from Asia and Africa 
,jreat numbers of tigers, elephants, 
ious, hippopotami, rhinoceri, sacred 
oxen, hyenas, giraffes, porcupines and 
ill the natives of the hot countries, 
and from North and South America 
black and cinnamon bears, mountain 
ions and specimens of all the animals 
nhabiting the western 
hemisphere. 


Specially designed boats will be. pro- 
vided for the transportation of the 
animals to the islands. The comple- 
tion of a work of such magnitude will 
reqtiire some time, and it is expected 
it will be at least five years before the 
farm is in perfect working order. 
When the animals are once landed ou 
tho islands their surroundings and 
food will be as nearly as possible like 
that to which they are accustomed iu 
their native haunts. The hot climate 
animals will be allowed to construct 
their own dens in the woods and 
jungles, and calves, goats and sheep 
\v ill be driven out among them, so that 
they can bring down their own pro- 
visions. Small fresh water streams 
run almost across all three islands and 
empty into the sea, so that the animals 
that are in constant need of fresh 
water will be supplied. 


Large and strongly built houses will 


be erected for the keepers. When it is 
desired to capture any of the animals 
regular hunting expeditions, will be 
organized to take them just as they 
are trapped on their native heaths, 
liut in this case the hunters will have 
au immense advantage over the sys- 
tem used in the past. They will know 
every foot ot the islands, and will be 
thus enabled to lay traps for" the wild 
beasts and capture them without the 
least danger to life or limb. On ac- 
count of the danger visitors never 
will be allowed OH the islands, and no 
boats will be allowed to touch the 
shores excepting those belonging to 
the circus.

Where the grass 
should be long and nearing maturity it 
is thin and unseasonably stout, hardly 
wortii the cutting. 


The New England hayfield today is 


as valueless as a pasture where the cat- 
tie have kept tbe grass down. 
The 


gardens in many instances are devoid 
of any green sprouts, corn, grain, pota- 
toes, peas, beans, and other early vege- 
table growths liarinc; barely poked their 
green leives above the hard and parch- 
el surface. 


Ram is needed in New England more 


seriously now than in any 
season on 


record 
In many cases it has been so 


long deferred that a steady rainfall of 
several days would be of no avail, as 
many of the early gardeu products are 
beyond any hope of resuscitation. 
The 


hay crop in many sections of New Eng- 
land is already doomed, and only in 
well saturated meadow lauds is the 
grass at all promising. 


Country brooks, which have kept ad 


jacent hay fields fresh and green in the 
face of previous long continued dry 
&pells, have succumbed to the present 
drouth. 


Alluvial soil, which has for ysars de- 


fied the season of parching sun, is now 
as hard and dry as the country road 
with its inches of dust. 
la fact, there 


is hardly a farm in the six New Eng- 
land states sufficiently irrigated to pro 
duce healthy, seasonable crops after 
two such niontlis as April and May of 
this year. 


The drouth is practically confined to 


New England, as rains have been plenti 
ful in tbe West, while the middle West 
has also been fairly well supplied wiih 
moisture.

Mnie. Flamant had lived at No. 107

nished and neatly kept. 


She had no known relatives and was 


regarded by those about her as a mod- 
el neighbor and tenant. Her life was 
resrular, even to moaotony. 
She took 


her meals In the Parisian fashion, in 
neighboring cafes and restaurants, but 
spent much of her time in her room. 


The night she was killed, Mme. Fla- 


mant went out to dinner. The time of 
her return was not noted.

"Maurice the Tank" would be a fair 


rendering of the nickname. It is not a 
pretty nickname, but it is Parisian. 


IJeneath this strange pledge was a 


crude design—a heart outlined in red, 
pierced by a blue dagger. 


it was a promise of undying love, 


backed by a grimly suggestive threat 
of de.-Uh if the promise were ever 
broken. 


When the left arm was examined a 


device equally curious was revealed. 


J'aime pour la 
vio Jean Bovet 


were inscribed about n mde picture 
of a dagger sind two hearts chained 
together and signed "Jean Bovet" 


This pledge was without date, and 


the question at once arose as to which 
tat-too mark had been first affixed. 


Then the Lecoqs of the Parisian po- 


lice, to whom nothing is more dear 
than a cunning theory, "reconstructed" 
the crimp after their manner. 


Joan Bovet, they concluded, had

Tears ago. certainly before Maurice. 
Because of bis presumed partiality for 
tattooing they conclude that he must 
have followed the sea, though this is 
not evident, now that society women 
have tukon to tattooing as a fad, as 
they have other foolish fads.

Need of Covering During Sleep.

pumps six ounces of blood with 
stroke ic lifts 30,000 ounces less 
blood lu this night's session than it 
would during the day, when a mnkn 
is usually in an upright position. Now, 
the body is dependent for its warmth 
on the vigor of the circulation, and as 
the blood flows so much more slowly 
through the veins when one is lying 
down, the warmlh lost in the reduced 
circulation is supplied by extra cov- 
erings. 


A New Patent Cork.

and that it is being fought a.s it was 
never fought before. 
The Oakland 


Health Club has given out this em- 
phatic official statement: 


"It is a known fact that there is 


more sickness among women than ever 
before. One scarcely meets a healthy 
•woman. The corset represents a large 
measure of the responsibility of the 
Ills to which woman is heir." 


The Oakland Health Club suggests 


Grecian costumes for women. The 
costumes of the ancient Greeks re- 
quire no ''fitting to corsets." 


The Saxony Minister of Education 


prescribes the mode of dress for school 
girls. The girls are required to wear 
a loose-fitting jacket or blouse, with a 
short, full, ro.it»«J skirt, loose at the 
belt. The Russian Minister of Public 
Education offers no substitute for the 
corset nor concealment of the uncor- 
seted outlines. He confines himself To 
the decree. He only offers the explan- 
ation that he has spent much time ;u 
visiting girls' schools, and reports that 
the corset is ''distinctly prejudicial to 
the health and physical development 
of the wearers."

seven hundred women. 1 asked how 
many women present believed they 
\\ ere physically superior to their moth- 
ers 
A bare half dozen raised their 


hands, and two or three looked timidly 
about, apparently as If to see if any 
one proseut was prepared to contest 
their claim. This was significant of the 
present 
attitude 
and the present 


strength of women. A falling off in 
the birth rate amounting to several 
million within the last ten years Is 
one of the terrible evidences of the 
decline of stamina in American wom- 
en."Dr. Kellogg says that to compression

one-third of a minute, the liquid air 
caused the water to freeze 
half 
an 


Inch thick all about the tin beaker. 


Mr. Tripler then poured out the liq- 


uid air, removed the tin beaker and 
held in his hand the perfectly shaped 
cup of ice which had been formed. 


"Now. 1 will show you 
a 
strange 


thing," said Mr. Tripler. 
He filled the 


cup of ice with liquid air. 
Then, tak- 


ing a piece of steel wire, one end qf 
which had been heated red hot over a 
gas flame, he plunged the hot end into 
the inconceivably cold liquid air. 
In- 


stantly it flamed up as it' it were a 
powder fuse and burned 
until 
the- 


whole length which had been dipped 
in the liquid air was consumed as if 
it had bei-n a match. 


This curious experiment Is explained 


on the theory that there is so 
much 


oxygen condensed iu liquid air thnt it 
can burn metals as easily as wood is 
ignited in ordinary atmosphere. 


Another strange sight is a kettle 


incrusted In ice, which is boiling over 
a gas flame. The explanation is that 
the kettle is filled, not with water, but 
with liquid air. 
The 
vapor 
which 


pours out of the nozzle like steam is 
the liquid air expanding into 
a fog 


and then becoming natural air.

LIQUID AIR BOILING ON ICE. 


Mr. Tripler then 
made an 
experi- 


ment which he described as "boiliu 
water by the use of liquid air." He 
poured a pint of liquid air into a large j 
two-gallon glass jar of 
water. 
The 


liquid air. being lighter than the water 
floated ou top like foam. 


A singular freak of liquid air 
v* as 


then displayed. Drops of it. snow white 
descended toward the bottom of 
tho 


jar and then arose to the surface again. 
This was the nitrogen of the liquid air 
trjing to escape. 
The experimenter 


placed his hand over the top of the jar 
and caused the vapor to spurt out in 
any direction he desired. 


The mo&t common 
operations 
in 


handling liquid air are calculated to 
excite \\onder. 
The mere act of tak- 


ing it out of a vessel with a 
dipper 


causes n. furious, display of vapor. The 
air nil about is made distressingly cold. 
The reason is that as the liquid air ex- 
pands into natural air it absorbs the 
heat from the surrounding atmosphere. 


Its \apor Is only its transition stage. 


U is then just midway between the 
liquid aud gaseous ^tate. 
This vapor 


cnu D<? made to produce a pretty lab- 
oratory geyser that spurts up and sub- 
sides with the ivyihirity of volcanic 
geyser springs in different parts of the 
world.

Yet this mystsrlous chemical 
fluid 


that seems so harmless anil entertuiu- 
ing is more powerful than ultro-glycer- 
ino when confined. 
A test of its ex- 


plosive qualities showed this. 


A linndtul of cotton waste was first 


saturated with machine oil. 
It was 


next rolled iu liquid air 
and 
then 


placed loosely inside an inch and a 
quarter iron pipe, two feet long. This 
was in turn set inside of a heavy six- 
inch iron pipe, •which was two 
feet 


eight inches long. 
The ends of both 


the pipes v» ere left open. 
A fuse was 


attached to the ball of oil and liquid 
air soaked cottou waste iu the smaller 
pipe. 
The precaution was taken of 


preparing this experiment in an open 
lot. 
The fuse was then tired. The ex- 


plosion which followed tore two bi^c 
holes through the t^ick outer 
pipe. 


While the smaller Inside

was 


blown Into bits, except one twisted end 
tour inches loug.

Alcohol, which is used for measur-

A Wild Animal Farm. 


There Is to be a wild animal farm 


to be started on three of the islands 


oui? the Florida keys. The scheme 


was devised by the Hiugling Brothers, 
who are preparing to stock a herd for 
their circus. 


Wild animals of every description 


are to be brought from Asia. Africa, 
and South America and turned loose 
iu their new homes. Parts of tbe is- 
lands are wooded, and in some places 
there oTe thick undergrowtbs like 
jungles. The beasts will be divided 
into three classes, according to their 
ability to get along together, and each 
class will have an island all to itself. 


Expeditions are now being fitted out 


to make extensive search in every part 
of the world for zoological specimens. 
The hunters depart with the Intention 
of bringing back from Asia and Africa 
great numbers of tigers, elephants, 
lions, hippopotami, vhinoeeri, sacred 
oxen, hyenas, giraffes, porcupines and 
all the natives of tbe hot countries, 
and from North and South America 
black and cinnamon bears, mountain 
lions and specimens of all the animals 
inhabiting the western hemisphere. 
Specially designed boats will ,be pro- 
vided for the transportation of tbe 
animals to the islands. The comple- 
tion of a work of such magnitude will 
reqtiire some time, and it is expected 
it will be at least five >ears before the 
farm is in perfect working order. 
When the animals are once landed ou 
the islands their surroundings and 
food will be as nearly as possible like 
that to which they are accustomed iu 
Jlieir native haunts. The hot climate 
aiiimals will be allowed to construct 
their own dens in the woods and 
jungles, and calves, goats and sheep 
will be driven out among them, so that 
they can bring down their own pro- 
visions. Small fresh water streams 
run almost across all three islands and 
empty into the sea, so that the animals 
that 'are in constant need of fresh 
water will be supplied. 


I.arse and strongly built houses will 


be erected for the keepers. When it is 
desired to capture any of the animals 
regular hunting expeditions will be 
organized to take them just as they 
are trapped on their native heaths. 
But in this case the hunters will have 
aii immense advantage over the sys- 
tem used in the past. They will know 
every foot ot the islands, and will be 
thus enabled to lay traps for the wild 
beasts and capture them without the 
least danger to life or limb. On ac- 
count of the danger visitors never 
will be allowed on the islands, and no 
boats will be allowed to touch the 
shores excepting those belonging to 
the circus.
